The  ufe  which  citizen  Potcl  had  mad; 
of  the  oxygenated  muriatic  acid  gas,  in 
the  efl.blilh  nent  he  had  fiirined  for 
bleaching  linen,  has  led  him  by  chance, 
to  the  dil'covcry  of  a I'lcF  higlily  inter- 
elfing  to  humanity.  He  was  in  his  la- 
boratory, when  they  laid  down  on  a ta- 
ble on  which  this  gas  was,  rats  that  had 
juil  been  taken  out  of  the  water,  drown- 
ed. A inomeiu  after,  the  rats  difappear- 
cd,  and  hid  themfelves  in  a cprncr  of  the 
room,  one  only  remained  near  the  -appa- 
ratus. It  was  rcflored  to  life  again,  but 
had  not  been  able  to  follow  the  others, 
becaufc  its  paws  were  broken.  Citizen 
P.  hiving  taken  them  again,  afphyxia- 
itd  them  anew,  fiibmittiu  ( them  under 
the  aclioii  of  the  gas,  and  law  them  bro’t 
to  life  -again.  He  tried  feveral  times 
this  experiment  on  cats  ; at  lall,  like 
Storch  who  triedon  himlclf  the  power  of 
the  hemlock,^ this  young  man  tried  on 
liiinfclf  the  efficacy  of  this  new  inraiis.' 
His  bolJnefs  was  rrmviud  with  fuccrls'. 
The  academy  of  D.j  vn  have  nomiiiatcd 
commifTrmers  in  order  to  dctcl-miiie  in 
an  uiideniabl.-  manner  the  property  of 
this  gas  in  the  asphyxia.
